he state of Georgia uwns a railroad that is 
:ased to a private corporation. 
The Atlanta 


ournal. one of the most influential papers in thc- 
or.th and owned by Hoke Smith, governor-elect 


f that state, goes to the length of predicting that 
he state of Georgia will build a road from At- 
anta to the coast to obtain reasonable freight 
•ates. This does not look as though the South is 
opposed to public ownership of railroads. 


From the idea of the ownership of lines •.vith- 


;n the borders of the state to government owner- 
hip of interstate lines is but a short step an 1 


'<; not difficult to believe that whatever opposition 
'he idea may meet with at first the southern peo- 
nle will soon learn that when they have reached 
the state line with their goods on the road to a 
market they will be balked unless adjacent states 
have similar provisions for transportation. 


Xaturally those states that have no seaport 


will be aroused to the necessity of connecting 
lines that will give them such an outlet and thus 
if the Georgia road to the sea becomes an accom 
nlislwl fact we may shortly be treated to a prac- 
tical illustration of public ownership in the very 
section that has been noted for its conservatism 
and which has been pointed out by the opponents 
of government ownership as the most unfavor- 
able field for the propogation of the idea in the 
United States.

following extract from 
the Atlanta 


Journal will give an idea of the extent to which i Physical value rather than on_the basis of watered 
the scheme has taken hold of the minds of the 
people of Georgia: 


Tiip road is going to be built. Having decided 


aftor long and careful consideration that the policy 
of building such a road is both sound as to princi- 
ple and expedient as to policy, thi.-i paper proposes 
to advocate it with the resolute purpose not to let 
up unti! the work is accomplished. 


After urging that nothing can be expected 


from the federal rate law in the way of reducing 
interstate railroad rates, it continues: 


The Journal is not advocating this as the only 


remedy for excessive freight rates. It has fought a 
long fight for reform on these lines in the way of 
state regulation and control. It is more than satis- 
fied with the victory which the people have achieved. 
The Democratic party has, been wrested from the 
control of the railroad interests and the election of 
Hoke Smith and a legislature devoted to the interests 
of the people, and a commission that will secure jus- 
tice for them will make a new era in the history of 
the state. We h.ave no doubt that a great deal will 
be accomplished in the way of relieving' the people 
from oppression and extortion. 
But the two plans 


do not conflict, and looking far ahead, we regard the 
extension of the state road to the sea as an automat- 
ic regulator of freight rates both interstate and m- 
trastate. 


The extension of tho state road to' the sea will 


give Georgia a ;ovi-r of he rown to lift the \\ hole state 
above such discriminations just as the enlarged Erie 
canal will give New York state a natural competing 
line with the railroads entering Nov.- York city from 
the west. 
It will give New York city better rates 


under .state ownership of this one line than the na- 
tional or state commission can secure without this 
advantage by the control of the other railroads. It 
will be ;m object lesson for the exacting of a just 
toll on the product earned on the basis of actual 


stock and unnecessary bonds. There is not a man in 
Georgia, who buys or sells in any market, who will 
not reap a part of the advantage gained. 


It is noticeable that the Georgia idea is an 


adaption of the New Zealand plan of meeting 
corporate monopoly with government competi- 
tion. 
It is pointed out that if a stat'e railway is 


built to the coast the privately owned railway? 
with terminals at other points than the one se- 
lected by the state would be compelled to meet 
the state railway's rates or lose the traffic. 
Again 


quoting from the Journal: 


If the state of Georgia should build a road which 


could and would control this commerce as advanta- 
geously from Georgia ports as it does from Northern 
ports. Savannah and Brunswick would become as im- 
portant ports as any in America. 
And no matter 


which of them should be selected as the deep water 
terminus of the state road, the other would share 
equally in the benefit. Thus, for instance, suppose 
Savannah were selected. 
Low rates on the state 


road would draw the imports away from Baltimore, 
Philadelphia and New York to Savannah. The own- 
ers of the Northern lines, wUo are also the owners of 
our Georgia lines, would either Jose the business 
entirely or give similar rates over their lines, both 
from Savannah and Brunswick. We do not go into 
these matters in detail. Thoughtful persons can and 
will easily elaborate them for themselves. The truth 
of tha business is that we feel no neod for going fully 
into the argument for our readers. The main point 
is to stir the subject up and put the people to think- 
ing. 
When that happens truth wiA'kb itself out. 


Georgia has here a great opportunity. 


There is nothing visionary in this and noth- 


ing revolutionary. It cannot be charged that it 
amounts to confiscation. The people of a state 


certainly have as much right to build, own and 
control railroads as they have to build, own and 
control wagon roads. 
Owning a short line of 


railway without an outlet to the sea the state now 
proposes to extend it to the coast that the pro- 
ducts of the interior may reach a market without 
being compelled to pay tolls to the holders of the 
stocks and bonds of privately owned railroads. 
The go\ v;rnor-elcct, who, as stated above is the 
0' mer of the Journal, is committed to the project 
as the one sure and certain method of regulating 
rates. 


It can be safely predicted that when it is 


found that government regulation is impossible 
or inadequate the South will join with the bal- 
ance of the country in demanding some solution 
of the question, even if it involves absolute gov- 
ernment ownership as the only alternative. 


The situation with respect to the question of 


government ownership of rail roads-was tersely 
summed up in a recent speech by Mr. Bryan 
when he said: 


"If there is any sentiment in the country to- 


day favoring government ownership of railroads 
it is because the railroads have created the im- 
pression that they own the government. Just in 
proportion as the railroads regard the rights of 
the people, just in that proportion will we get 
along together. 
The railroad is the servant of 


the people. When it seeks to become the master 
of the people it usurps a place not rightfully be- 
longing to it.''
